HELICOPTERS DESTROYED 


SAIGON (AP) — Viet Cong 


sappers slipped into a major 
allied base 30 miles north of 
Saigon early today, blew up four 
American helicopters valued at 
more than $1.5 million dollars 
and damaged a fifth chopper. 


"They came right through the 


wire," said one sergeant at the 
Lai Khe base camp. 
"They 


made a clean escape as far as 
we know." 


The 
sergeant 
said 
two 


Americans 
were 
slightly 


wounded. There were no South 
Vietnamese casualties, the 
government said.

SPACE CENTER, Houston 


(AP) — The Apollo 15 astronauts 
scheduled an early one-second 
burn of their main engine today 
to determine if they will be able 
to make a landing on the moon. 


Misson Control Center set the 


firing for 11:05 p.m. PDT, some 
2Vz hours earlier than originally 
planned. 


There is a short circuit 


someplace in the engine-firing 
system. If the power plant fires 
despite the short, David R. 


Scott, James B. Irwin and 
Alfred M. Worden will be "go" 
for the lunar landing on Friday. 


If there is no ignition, flight 


controller Glynn Lunney said 
they would probably conduct an 
alternate lunar orbit scientific 
mission. 


Lunney was optimistic the 


firing would be successful. He 
gave it 3-to-l odds, based on 
testing being conducted at the 
Manned Spacecraft Center here. 


A flashing light on the cabin 


control 
panel alerted 
the 


astronauts to the 
possible 


problem shortly after they were 
launched from Cape Kennedy 
Monday on man's fourth lunar 
landing expedition. 


The signal indicated that the 


large service propulsion system 
engine on the command ship had 
been armed and was ready for 
firing. 


Lunney said there is no danger 


to the crew, that they have 
several backup engines to get 
them into lunar orbit and later 
home. 


The short is in one of two 


electrical systems which can 
control the ignition. The second 
system is still in good operating 
condition and could be used for 
firing them out of lunar orbit to 
start them back to earth. 


This second start system also 


could be used to carry out the 
full lunar landing mission, but 
mission rules dictate that such a 
risk should not be carried out 
without a backup. 


Lunney said the firing would 


serve as a normal midcourse 


correction to steer Apollo 15 onto 
a more precise course to the 
moon. 


He said it was moved up so 


that ground controllers would 
have more time to evaluate 
results. If the engine should fail, 
they would want to conduct the 
midcourse firing using the 
backup electrical system at the 
originally planned time of 4:29 
p.m. 


One official said there was a 


"low probability" of finding 
anything seriously wrong.

BIG DRAFT CALL 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) — 


Secretary of Defense Melvin R. 
Laird said today the govern- 
ment would have to draft about 
100,000 men during the next 12 
months, indicating a 16 per cent 
cut in the current monthly rate 
of draft calls. 


This would average out to 


about 8,300 men a month if the 
100,000 figure was 
projected 


over the next 12-month period. 
This represents almost a 2,000- 
man-per-month reduction in 
Laird's prediction last April that 
draft calls for the remainder of 
1971 would run around 10,000 a 
month. 


BLACK GAINS 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) — 


American blacks became better 
educated, wealthier and got 
better jobs during the past 
decade but they still trail whites 
in most areas. 


"Despite these gains," said a 


report issued Monday by the 
Census Bureau and Labor 
Department, "Negroes remain 
behind whites in most social and 
economic categories. But the 
differences in a number of areas 
continued to narrow even during 
the 1970 economic downturn, 
rather than becoming wider as 
might have been expected."

Hopper, 16, was killed yester- 
day. 


Hopper, of Woodson Avenue, 


was struck down by a .22 caliber 
bullet fired from a rifle wielded 
by his 19-year-old cousin, ac- 
cording to Andrew Ward, county 
coroner. 


Ward said the cousin told him 


the shooting happened after a 
crow 
hunting 
expedition. 


Hopper was feigning a broken 
leg and told his cousin he 
couldn't work, that he might as 
well be 
shot. 
The cousin, 


thinking the rifle was on safety, 
pointed the rifle and fired. 


The bullet, Ward said, entered 


Hopper 
through 
the 
right 


shoulder, crossed his body and 
lodged in his left ribs. 


The boy was rushed to Corning 


Memorial Hospital by the 19- 
year-old and another cousin, 15, 
who 
was 
with 
Hopper 


at the time of the shooting. The 
youth was pronounced dead at 
the hospital at 4:45 p.m. 


Survivors include the boy's 


father, Clarence of Prineville, 
Ore.; stepfather and mother, 
Mr. and Mrs. Maynard Hearn, 
Corning; 
a brother, Danny 


Hopper, Corning; two sisters, 
Mrs. Brenda Carrick of Corning 
and Mrs. Delores Puckett of 
Prineville.

Coming's city council went 
through last night's session in 
near-record speed. 


A scantily itemed agenda 


aided by the absence of con- 
troversial 
items 
and 
short 


reports from two city depart- 
ment chiefs sent councilmen 
home at 8:30, nearly two hours 
ahead of the "normal" schedule. 


With the city coffers already 


in better financial position than 
last year according to Lillian 
Hagen, city clerk, the city has 
been awarded a nearly $40,000 
federal grant for airport con- 
struction. 


The council authorized Walter 


Grimes Engineers, the city 
engineers, 
to 
file 
the 
ap- 


propriate grant request papers. 
The city will use the federal 
funds along with state, county 


and city money to strengthen 
and mark the runway and 
taxiways; to add a six inch 
shoulder to both sides of the 
runway and taxiways B and C 
and to build a parking apron. 


The council took another step 


last night toward initiating its 
own cut and cover 
dump 


operation. The board agreed to 
have Grimes contact state water 
quality control inspectors to 
review the site. If the 300 acre 
location north of the city ap- 
pears visually suitable, further 
testing will be ordered. The tests 
will cost the city about $350. 


According 
to 
Councilman 


Morey Emery, the owner of the 
land is willing to operate the 
facility for the city for salvage 
rights and an entrance fee. 


The city has balked at the 


county 
proposed 
transfer 


operation 
that 
would 
have 


Corning area garbage dumped 


in giant containers 
at 
the 


present dump and then hauled to 
the Red Bluff area dump. The 
council claims it has never had 
the county plans explained to its 
satisfaction.

The 
session, to be held in Redding, 
will inform governments how to 
go about skirting the no burn law 
effective Jan. 1 and where the 
burning ban will be enforced. 


The chances Corning will be

Encephalomyelitis (VEE) in 
Texas has now been released for 
use as a precautionary measure 
in California, Ken Ellis, Tehama 
County livestock farm advisor, 
announced today. 


At the same time, he urged 


vaccination against Western 
Equine 
Encephalomyelitis 


(sleeping sickness). 


Ellis said he had talked by 


telephone with Dr. George 
Crenshaw, 
University 
of 


California Agricultural Ex- 
tension 
Animal 
Health 


Specialist, and that Crenshaw 
said work was going on today in 


figuring dosage and other 
details for the Venezuelan 
strain. 


The Venezuelan strain has not 


been found in California, Ellis 
said, but he pointed out that 
Western sleeping sickness is not 
a new problem for horse and 
pony owners in this state, in- 
cluding Tehama County. 


A 
strict 
quarantine 


prohibiting horses and mules 
from Texas and surrounding 
states from entering California 
has been placed in effect by the 
State Department of Agriculture 
until the disease has been 
brought under control. Although 
the disease has occurred only in 
Texas, surrounding states have 


been placed under a federal 
quarantine as a buffer zone 
around the infection. 


The Defense Department 


vaccine prepared for use on 
humans was first released in 
Texas 
and 
surrounding 


quarantined states only. The 
policy of the USD A has been that 
the vaccine, because of its ex- 
perimental nature, would be 
released for use only in those 
areas where an outbreak is 
either occurring or for use in 
establishing a buffer zone. 


VEE is caused by a mosquito 


borne virus of a similar type as 
the Eastern and Western types, 
however the VEE virus can be 
spread from horse to horse by 


mosquitoes while the horse is a 
"dead-end" host of the domestic 
sleeping sicknesses. 


Vaccination of horses for 


Western and -or Eastern Equine 
Encephalomyelitis provides no 
protection 
against VEE. 


Crenshaw said that claims that 
a combination of these two 
vaccines or multiple doses will 
provide protection against VEE 
are not true. 


All horses and ponies in 


Tehama County should be 
vaccinated immediately for 
Western 
Equine 
En- 


cephalomyelitis if they have not 
been {.reviously treated, Ellis 
said. 
Tehama 
County 


veterinarians Andy Giambroni, 


Joe Giambroni, Bob Stauffer 
and Larry Berry, all have stated 
that in late July, August and 
September are critical months 
for sleeping sickness in horses in 
Tehama County. All the local 
veterinarians 
agreed 
that 


vaccinating should be done 
immediately because one week 
to 10 days are needed to develop 
immunity against the virus. 
Foals, even the very young, 
should be protected also. 


Ellis said that in addition to 


vaccination for Western Equine 
Sleeping Sickness horse owners 
should report any symptoms of 
the disease to their veterinarian 
immediately. Early signs of

We would be 
grateful if you would run once 
again your "Helpful Hints On 
How To Bring Up Delinquents." 
We have kept a copy of that 
column which appeared ten 
years ago and every word of it is 
as true now as it was then. 
Thank you.

Dear M. M.: Thanks for 


asking. Here it is: 


1. Begin with infancy to give 


the child everything he wants. 
He will then grow up to believe 
the world owes him a living. 


2. When he picks up bad 


words, laugh at him. He will 
think he is cute. It will en- 
courage him to think up "cuter" 
words and phrases that wul blow 
off the top of your head later. 


3. Never give him any 


spiritual training. When he is 21 
let him decide for himself what 
he wants to be. (Don't be sur- 
prised if he decides to be 
"nothing.") 


4. Avoid the word "wrong." It 


might develop a guilt complex. 
A few years later, when he is 
arrested for stealing a car, he 
will feel that society is against 
him and that he is being per- 
secuted. 


5. Pick up after him. This 


means wet towels, books, shoes 
and clothing. Do everything for 
him. He will then become ex- 
perienced in evading respon- 
sibility 
and 
incapable 
of 


finishing any task. 


6. Let him see everything, 


hear everything and read 
everything smutty he can get his 
hands on. Make sure the 
silverware and drinking glasses 
are sterilized but let his mind 
feed on garbage. 


7. If you have a serious con- 


flict in opinion with your spouse, 
fight it out in front of the 
children. 
It's 
good 
for 


youngsters to view their parents 
as human beings who express 
themselves freely and openly. 
Later, if you get divorced, 
they'll know what caused it. 


8. Give your children all the 


spending money they want. 
After all, one of the reasons you 
have worked so hard all your life 
is to make life easier for your 
children. Why should they have 
it as rough as you did? 


9. Satisfy his every craving for 


food, drink, and comfort. See 
that his every desire is satisfied. 
Denial might lead to harmful 
frustration. 


10.Take your child's part 


against neighbors, teachers, and 
friends. This will prepare you to 
take his part against the police. 


11. When he gets into serious 


trouble, apologize for yourself 
by saying, "I can't understand 
why he turned out like this. We 
gave him EVERYTHING." 


12. Prepare for a life of grief.

raucous misbehavior of a top 
American diplomat during Vice 
President Agnew's recent visit 
to Kenya has created a behind- 
the-scenes uproar that has 
reached Washington's highest 
levels 


The errant diplomat is AID 


administrator in Kenya, Bert M 
Tollefson, Jr., 41, an ex-corn 
lobbyist and Republican politico 
from South Dakota. His antics 
are colorfully detailed in a 
series of confidential State 
Department telegrams. 


The American Ambassador to 


Kenya, Robinson Mcllvame, 
was so outraged that he fired off 
the blistering "eyes only" wires 
to Tollefson's boss, John A 
Hannah, head of the Agency for 
International Development We 
have 
obtained 
copies 
of 


Mcllvanine's missives. 


"I regret to inform you," 


Mcllvaine wrote in one cable, 
"that Bert Tollefson blotted his 
copy book (diplomatic jargon 
for 'fouled up') so badly during 
the Vice Piesident's visit as to 
raise serious question as to his 
suitability for service abroad 
Indeed you may be hearing from 
the Vice President directly on 
the matter. 


"The problem started with 


Bert's well-known pushiness and 
general lack of sensitivity and 
culminated in his 
getting 


sloshed at Treetops (a fancy 
lodge on the edge of the jungle), 
making passes at the Vice 
President's secretary and trying 
to drag her down the steps to 
meet an elephant at ground 
level 
. " 


The sequence of events that* 


led up to this drunken climax, 
wrote Mcllvanine, began when 
Tollefson was officially in- 
formed that "no Americans 
were invited to join the Vice 
President's group at Treetops. 
(Tollefson) came anyhow on his 
own and canvassed Kenyans for 
a bed in one of their rooms. In 
the end he talked someone out of 
a room to himself. . . " 


In the course of the evening, 


Mcllvame related, Tollefson 
"repeatedly 
interrupted" 


Kenyan officials who "were 
explaining animals" to the Vice 
President 
"The owner of 


Treetops," the Ambassador 
wrote, "at one point asked me, 
'Who is that jackass?' — 
pointing to Bert. 


"The incident with the Vice 


President's secretary," con- 
tinued Mcllvanine, "took place 
in the small hours of the mor- 
ning According to her it took all 
her strength to get away from 
him" 


Even Kenyan Ambassador to 


the U. S. Leonard Kibinge, who 
was there, commented on 
Tollefson's 
"condition," 


Mcllvaine said. 


"The next morning, Bert slept 


through the departure at 0900 
and when he did awake took the 
remaining Secret Service car to 
Nyeri leaving them stranded 
and furious 
. A car had to be 


sent the 100 miles up to Nyeri to 
bring Bert back." 


The whole affair, Mcllvaine 


concluded, had substantiated his 
misgivings about Tollefson's 
performance during his three 
months as head of the AID 
program in Kenya 


"Prior to bringing out his 


family I developed serious 
questions about his judgment. 
He reinforced this impression by 
sending me a telegram from 
Washington... implying that the 
Vice President wanted him to 
co-host the reception we were 
giving in the Vice President's 
honor. Naturally I checked this 
with the Vice President and he 
was incredulous. 


"What to do about it? One 


might conclude that the whole 
affair 
would 
be a fairly 


penetrating lesson to him But 
then I am not sure that people 
with such thick hides ever learn 
anything. . . 


"I can, of course, live with the 


situation but will have to spend a 
lot of time riding herd and 
wonder whether all that effort is 
warranted in support of 'Peter's 
Principle.' " (The Peter Prin- 
ciple is a tongue-in-cheek theory 
which holds that everyone 
eventually rises to his own level 
of incompetence.) 


When asked about the in- 


cident, 
AID Administrator 


Hannah refused comment ex- 
cept to call Tollefson "a very 
respectable fellow" and to 
inquire where we obtained the 
confidential cables They had 
come to him "highly restricted, 
hand-carried and sealed," he 
huffed to my associate Joseph 
Spear. 


Ambassador 
Mcllvaine's 


eye witness accounty, Han- 
nah maintained, was only an 
"allegation." 
Hannah" had 


dispatched Tollefson to London, 
he said, to discuss the matter 
with Samuel Adams, AID'S 
African Administrator — a fact 


which is continued by a sub- 
sequent telegram we have ob- 
tained. 


Reached in Nairobi, Tollefson 


denied 
the 
Ambassador's 


charges and said they were 
based on a complete misun- 
derstanding. "He had only two 
drinks," he said, and took the 
Vice President's secretary to 
meet the elephant 
"at her 


request." He blamed the im- 
broglio 
on 
unnamed 


"Democratic holdovers" in the 
Foreign Service

that the Associated Press, the 
UPI, the New York Times, and 
the Washington Post — whose 
resources on the east coast are 
extensive — did not detect the 
National Review Papers as 
technically fictitious (they were

not substantively 


fictitious) In fact no one was 
more surprised than the editors 
of National Review Here is why 
we did not believe that the 
papers would go unpenetrated 
for more than an hour or two- 


1 We affixed, to several of the 


documents, the names of live 
and 
altogether 
accessible 


people We assumed that one or 
two or three or more of these, 
upon being contacted, would say 
simply that they had not written 
these documents, and that the 
story would thereupon crunble. 


2 
Three days before the 


magazine was published, we 
sent out, by first class mail, six 
thousand letters to friends of the 
magazine, tipping them off to 
what we were up to We thought 
it unlikely that there would be no 
communication between one of 
our friends and a member of the 
press 


What we did not count on was 


the extraordinary performance 
of the gentlemen with whom the 
Associated Press and the New 
York Times and others were 
subsequently in touch 
In at 


least five identified cases, the 
individual refused to disavow 
the paper Their refusals were 
interpreted by the press as 
suggesting that we were dead on 
target. I e , that the gentlemen 
could not confidently disavow 
seven-year-old 
memoranda,

because it was altogether 
possible that the memoranda 
were genuine 


We gave Tuesday a m as the 


release time Exactly 24 hours 
later, 
perplexed 
— 
and 


fascinated— that the fiction had 
not been penetrated, I called a 
press conference to reveal the 
deception. 


It is strange that the New 


York Times, which charac- 
terizes itself as the newspaper of 
record — and indeed is just that 
— while devoting many column 
inches to the hoax, should have 
failed to relay the passage from 
my own statement giving the 
reasons for National Review's 
publication of the papers: 


The editors' purpose was to 


make several demonstrations. 


1 That the Pentagon and the 


CIA are not composed of in- 
competents — the unwarranted 
conclusion to which many 
Americans and non-Americans 
were led by the fragmentary 
revelations of the New York 
Times and Washington Post: 


To demonstrate — as could 


only be done through this 
device 


2 
That forged documents 


would be widely accepted as 
genuine provided their content 
was inherently plausible. (This, 
as I note, we demonstrated far 
beyond our own expectations.) 
We have proved that it was 
inherently plausible that back 
before the Vietnam War erupted 
in 1965, American strategic 
consultants made a few basic 
recommendations 


a 
That the challenge in 


Southeast Asia be considered as 
an aspect of the global challenge 
to the West, not a local affair 


b. That North Vietnam had to 


be neutralized before South 
Vietnam could be tranquilized. 


c. That only hard and con- 


clusive action against North 
Vietnam, as distinguished from 
incremental escalation, would 
accomplish this purpose, and 
minimize American casualties 


d. That a knowledge of the 


American character is fun- 
damental to any strategic 
calculations: 
and 
that 


Americans do not know how to 
handle long, slow wars. 


The net demonstraton —based 


on the certitude that these 
papers are merely paraphrases 
of documents that actually do 
reside in government archives 
is. 


3. That the U. S. military and 


intelligence did not fail 
us 


during the crucial years. The 
failure was a failure of will: a 
political failure. 


Curiously, 
both 
the 


Washington Post and the New 
York Times headlined the paper 
in which CINCPAC advocated a

Controller Says General Fund 
Ends Year Owing $176 Million 


SACRAMENTO— The State 


General Fund ended the 1970-71 
fiscal year on June 30 with 
$5,792,435 cash in the treasury 
but owing a net $176,200,000+ in 
the form of unrepaid loans from 
various special funds, State 
Controller Houston I. Flournoy 
reported today. 


"For the second time since 


1941 the General Fund 
cash 


receipts, together with the cash 
balance from the 
preceding 


year, were insufficient to meet 
expenditures and repay tem- 
porary borrowing by the end of 
the fiscal year," Flournoy said 
in issuing his Preliminary 
Annual Report on the cash 
condition of the General Fund. 


Revenues totaling $4,480,398 


were collected in the 1970-71 
fiscal year but expenditures of 
$4,751,220,287 
exceeded 


collections by $270,460,889. The 
Controller pointed out that this 
marked the second straight year 
in which General Fund ex- 
penditures considerably ex- 
ceeded revenues. 


"This 
illustrates 
the 


magnitude of the problem in 
attempting to develop the ex- 
penditure program for 1971-72 
within the revenues projected 
for that fiscal year," Flournoy 
said. 
"Not 
only 
has the 


unrestricted 
surplus 
been 


exhausted from previous years, 
but a debt of $176 million+ must 
be repaid and an ongoing and 
growing revenue gap must be 
overcome 
by 
increased 


revenues, 
significant 
ex- 


penditure curtailments, or both, 
to restore fiscal responsibility." 


The Controller said Depart- 


ment of Finance cash 
flow 


estimates for the 1971-72 fiscal 
year indicate that internal 
borrowing sources will be 
temporarily exhausted by the 
end of August, "in which event it' 
will be necessary to borrow on 
the open market." Legislation 
authorizing such borrowing 
through issuance of revenue 
anticipation notes, was enacted 
in June.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


State Department is sounding 
like a recorded announcement in 
refusing to discuss the new U. S. 
policy on China and the United 
Nations. 


Almost two weeks 
after 


President Nixon's stunning 
announcement of his upcoming 
trip to Peking the United States 
continues to ponder the timing 
for declaring its position on U. 
N. status for the two Chinas. 


As he has since the President 


told the nation of a new ap- 
proach to the mainland Chinese, 
State Department press officer 
Charles W. Bray continues to 
answer all questions on

substance of U.N.-China policies 
with a "no comment." 


Asked Monday when the 


announcement would be made, 
Bray answered in the same 
words he has used for more than 
a week in meeting similar 
queries — "The announcement 
is some days away." 


The reasons for the "no 


comment" is easily found —
